Then 
Mise Josephine picked up a cleaver one 
day and hacked off a half dozen pork 
chops to the utter amazement of a line 
of women customers. 

One woman butcher had = set the 
whole suburb talking, had become the 
chief topie of every kitchen. But the 
advent of the second has carried discus- 
sion into the family room, to the break- 
fast and dinner table, and found its way 
finally into the clubs. 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
walked into the original “women’s butch- 
er shop’ a day or s0 ago, and was greet- 
ed by Mrs. Medley.

“So gambling is really but a form, or 
outcome, of the vice of proscrastination. 
the same line of reasoning I 
suppose we might say the sdme of 
drunkenness, which is essentially a pro- 
crastinating vice; we put things off to- 
day, today we will drink; we will eed 
tomorrow. 

“and I don’t know but what we} 
should. find that every ill proceeds from 
the vice of procrastination; and so this, 
which might seem but a form of lazi- 
ness, is really the master vice; and I am 
one of its most closely bound victimes. 
I dont drink, and I don’t gamble; but 
T have got the fatal habit of putting 
things off. 

‘“Tnertia, dullfess, lack of power from 
want of exercise, come from it—the pro- 
crastinating man i# alWays at the saine 
deatl low level. He is always going to 
ido something, nhever doing it: just 
| pulling throveh with the work he has to 
;do, and gaining correspondingly smail 
|Trewards. He never knows the joy of do- 
ling things tior gathers in its profits, 
but habit bound, he settles down in life- 
lorg slavery. 

“And I am one of those victims! 
Occasionally I do rouse up and do some- 
thing out of my set routine, and in the 
accomplishing of some rugged task that 
'T thus take up I find 4 great new joy 
'and pride; and I am going to keep this 
‘up: but next day I sink to the old level 
‘again, and stay there; it is so much 
‘easier to put things off than to do things, 
-and this, the trunk bad habit of which 
all others are but branches, is so deep- 
rooted. 

' “But I am not without hope. I have 
‘lopped off those branches of which I
